Report from Bombay — Epidemic cholera. 

Consul Dennison reports, August 23 : 

The Bombay board of health reports that during the week ended 
August 20 cholera was epidemic in this city, 64 cases having been 
reported during the week, of which number 52 proved fatal. No 
cases were reported from the harbor. 

The disease shows a tendency to increase. It is not confined to 
any particular part of the city, and does not show a general epidemic 
tendency to attack all classes alike.
